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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicants' Response to Final Office Action, received 2August2004, is acknowledged. 
Claims 85, 86, 88, 89, and 91 have been canceled without prejudice. Claims 87, 90, 99, 123, 
and 124 have been amended. 

2. Claims 87, 90, and 92-126 are pending and under consideration. 

Rejections Moot/ Withdrawn 

3. The rejection of claims 85, 86, and 91 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Zeppezauer et al (U.S. Pat. No. 5,182,257) is moot in light of the cancellation of the claims. 

4. The rejection of claims 85, 86, 88, 89, and 91 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Zeppezauer et al (U.S. Pat. No. 5,578,571) is moot in light of the cancellation of 
the claims. 

5. The rejection of claims 123 and 124 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, insufficient 
antecedent basis, is withdrawn in light of the amendment of the claims. 

6. The rejection of claim 99 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, indefiniteness, is 
withdrawn in light of the amendment of the claim. 

7. The objection to claims 87 and 90 because they depend from rejected claims, is 
withdrawn.
